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Wisconsin Department of Agriculture, Trade and Consumer Protection 

Commercial Animal Feed Tonnage Reported for 2015-2019 

In 2017, the Wisconsin Legislature passed revisions to Wis. Stat. § 94.72 – Commercial feed. This included the following 

changes: 

• Changed minimum inspection fees from $0.25/ton, to $50.00 for 0-200 tons or $0.25/ton for 201 or more tons, 

whichever is greater. 

• Removed exempt buyer status licenses. 

• Removed all credits (prepaid purchases, exempt buyer sales/purchases, and out of state distributions). 

• Removed the requirement for invoices to display whether inspection fees are or are not paid. 

• Required licensees only report the tons of feed and feed ingredients that they are the first to distribute in or into 

Wisconsin. 

The changes took effect January 1, 2018. Changes were effective for tons reported in the 2018 calendar year tonnage 

report (filed after January 1, 2019). 

As part of the changes, the Wisconsin Department of Agriculture, Trade and Consumer Protection (DATCP) conducted a 

tonnage reporting compliance assistance project. A summary report of the project starts after the tonnage statistics 

ending on page 4.
